Washington, Sept. 26—All Amer­ 
ica must commit itself to the solv­ 
ing of the unemployment 
problem, 
President Harding declared today. 
Opening tl^ie national 
unemploy­ 
ment 
conference, 
the 
president 
confidently 
predicted

United 
States will not fail 
in 
the 
task 
which lie characterized as an ad­ 
vance drive of peace. 
“All America has 
never 
failed 
when 
committed 
to 
a 
common 
cause”, lie said. 
A fter Harding’s address 
and a 
speech by Secretary 
of Commerce 
Hoover, the 
first session 
of 
the 
conference adjourned until 3 p. rn. 
Both Harding and Hooven /em­ 
phasized that the situation must ne­ 
ver he solved by the giving of gov­ 
ernment alms from the public trea­ 
sury. 
The president made it very clear 
that the federal treasury must not 
be called upon to relieve the situa­ 
tion. He insisted that the 
remedy 
lies in the cooperation of 
capital, 
labor and tile public. 
“ Fundamentally sound, financial­ 
ly strong, industrially 
unimpaired, 
commercially consistent and politi­ 
cally unafraid, there ouuht, to 
be 
work and our 
condition 
at 
home 
and our* place in the. world depends 
on everybody going

pursuing it with that patriotism and 
devotion which make for

America, he added, is now suffer­

Damages Crops 


A R E FOUND IN TWO COUNTIES 


Clover and Alfalfa Are in Danger, 


But Other Crops Are Too Far 


Along to be Injured 


W EATH ER FOR T H E W EEK 
Washington, Sept. 26.—The out­

K ILLED IN D UEL WITH SON 
Connersville, Ind., Sept. 26.—Phil­ 
ander Hood, colored Civil W ar vet­ 
eran, was killed in a revolver duel 
with his son here late Saturday night 
within a few hours after he had been 
initiated into a local G. A. R. post.

who had quit working at the elder 
Hood’s home and refused to return, 
is alleged to have precipitated the 
fight. 


A warning to farm er and county 
agents to be on the watch for an 
outbreak of the fall army worm, has 
been received from the agricultural 
experiment station of Purdue uni­ 
versity at Lafayette, at the office of 
the county agent, D. D. Ball. 
The warning came following re­ 
ceipt of. reports from Lawrence and 
Laporte 
counties, 
widely 
varying 
sections of the state, th at the worms 
had been discovered there and that 
they were doing considerable dam­ 
age to alfalfa and clover. 
“The fall 
army worm is quite 
different 
in appearance 
from the 
common army worm which occurs 
in Indiana nearly every year,” says 
a statem ent from Prof. J. J. Davis, 
head of the entomology department. 
“It is a dark gray to black caterpil­ 
lar, resembling iii size and shape the 
common army worm. The lower half 
of the body is a sort of yellow or 
pale. 
The head is black with a Y 
shaped 
suture, 
more conspicuous 
thai} is most other common cater­ 
pillars. The larvae are greedy feed­ 
ers and attack many crops. In gen­ 
eral, crops now growing are too fa r 
along to . be 
much 
damaged but 
young 
clover and alfalfa fields, if 
defoliated 
now, might be perm an­ 
ently 
damaged 
or killed outright. 
Care should be taken to detect the 
presence of the army worm in such 
fields as quickly as possible.” 
Spraying the crop with an arseni­ 
cal spray, such as powdered arsen­ 
ate of lead nfixed at the rate of one 
pound to 30 gallons of water, or the 
use of poison bait such as it used in 
controlling 
grasshoppers 
or 
cut­ 
worms, may be used. 
If the worms 
are traveling from one field to an­ 
other, a furrow may be plowed 
in 
front of them and the bait scattered 
in the furrow. 
The poison bran bait is made by 
mixing \ pound of Paris green or 
$ pounds of white arsenic, with 25 
pounds 
of bran. 
Then 
add 
tw o ' 
quarts of strong, cheap blackstrap 
molasses, 
which 
has been diluted 
witji three or four quarts of w7ater. 
Add additional w ater if necessary, 
to make a damp, 
crumbly 
mash, 
which must not be soppy. This is 
scattered broadcast at the rate of 
IO pounds to the acre. 
Reports also have been received 
from Elkhart, Fulton and Lagrange 
counties of damage to alfalfa 
by 
garden web worms. 
They may be 
controlled by the same arsenate of 
lead spray as that used for 
army 
worms, but the poison bran bait is 
ineffective against this pest.

delayed by the congressional recess 
certain steps for the purpose of pro­ 
viding funds which the railroad a d ­ 
ministration may use iii settling with 
the roads have been taken in 
the 
meantime. The railroad adm inistra­ 
tion holds over $309,000,00(1 of six 
per cent equipment trust certificates 
which it accepted from the roads in 
payment for the standard cars and 
locomotives ordered during the per­ 
iod of federal control, which under 
the law it may not sell at less than 
p ar and accrued interest. 
The 
bill 
which has passed the house and is 
now pending iii the senate would a u ­ 
thorize the war finance corporation 
to purchase these and other railroad 
securities 
held by the government 
and to hold them until m arket con­ 
ditions are favorable.

congressional recess an elf ort was 
made to test the m arket and it was 
found th at some of the best of these 
certificates could be sold at p ar and

The railroad 
administration 
has 
now effected final settlements of all 
its accounts and claims arising from 
the federal control with a consider­ 
able number pf the larger roads. 
This is 
encouraging 
news 
for 
those who are looking for signs <>£ 
better times ahead. The stabilization 
of the railroads following the unus­ 
ual conditions during the war, is re­ 
garded as the basis for tile return 
of prosperity, and the gradual return 
of the nation’s transportation busi­ 
ness is evidenced bv a number 
of 
im portant 
reductions 
in 
freight 
rates which have been announced by 
the interstate commerce commission 
as a result of conferences between 
the 
commission, the railroads and 
the shippers. 
On September IO the commission 
approved heavy 
reductions 
on five 
days’ notice 
in 
interstate* 
freight 
rates on sand, gravel, and crushed 
stone between practically all points 
in trunk 
line 
territory, 
including 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, 
M aryland 
and parts of West Vir­ 
ginia and Virginia, The new rates 
were to go into effect on October I 
and will be approximately 15 per 
cent higher than the r a t e s in effect 
prior to the general increase of Au­ 
gust, 1020, thus substituting a 15 
per cent increase fo r a 40 per cent 
increase. The amount of the saving 
to the shippers was estimated 
at 
over a million dollars a year. 
On September 
20 the commission 
announced that after a conference 
between representatives of the tra n s­ 
continental carriers, western vege­ 
table shippers and the commission, 
a decision had been reached to make 
reductions desired by the shippers 
in the rates on vegetables from Cali­ 
fornia and other Pacific coast ter­ 
ritory points to the territory cast 
of the Rocky Mountains as fa r as 
Chicago and the Mississippi River.* 
The basis to lie employed is to sub­ 
stitute for the increase of 33 and 
one-third per cent made on August 
20, 1920, an increase of 15 per cent 
over tin* rates in effect prior to the 
general increase, thus removing more 
than half of the increase made at 
that time. 
The western roads have 
also announced a general reduction 
in livestock rates in the western ter­ 
ritory estimated at upwards of $10,- 
000,000 a year, in response to the 
report 
of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in which it recommend­ 
ed, but did not order, a reduction in 
livestock 
rates on account of the 
needs of the livestock industry. The 
Commission authorized the roads to 
put the tariffs in effect oil short no­ 
tice to become effective September 
20, reducing by 20 per cent all car- 
i load rates on cattle, hogs and sheep 


I west of the Mississippi River and 
! Chicago which were higher than 50 
cents a hundred pounds.

cases this will result in eliminating
